VUihlein Bursary Set-Up 


A $100 bursary fund has been 
established on the Loyola campus to 
honour the memory of thelate George 
V. Uihlein, Dean of Menand Chemis- 
try Professor at the Collegefrom 1966 
until his sudden death last June. The 
fund, to be held in trust by the Loyola 
Foundation, will award a bursary an- 
nually to a deserving upperclass 
student who has maintained scholastic 
excellence and has contributed gener- 
ally to the Loyola community. Other 
deciding factors will be financial need, 
and para-academic achievement. 

Uihlein, a native of Massachusetts, 
was extremely active in student life 
on campus. As Assistant Dean and 
later Dean of Men, he was involved 
in para-academic programs; fraternity 
work; liaison with studentassociations; 
he worked with Canada Manpower on 
student employment, and with stu- 
dents setting up organizations. 

Before coming to Loyola, Dean 
Uihlein was an investment counsellor 
with Hanrahan and Company, 
members of the New York Stock Ex 
change, and served on the executive 
council of whatlater became PhiKappa 
Theta Fraternity. Uihlein graduated 
in ‘Chemistry and Chemical Engineer- 





ing from Worchester Polytechnic Inst., 
Massachusetts, in 1944 where he also 
received a Master of Science in 1947. 
Until 1954 when he joined Hanrahan, 
Uihlein worked as National Executive 
Vice-President of Theta Kappa Phi 
Collegiate Fraternity; and as editor of 
their quarterly magazine and of the 
leadership and management training 
manuals.

Loyola Fine Arts Expands 


In the Fallof 1973, after three years 
of being a variety of Evening Courses 
falling under no specificheading, Fine 
Arts came into existence on a full- 
departmental level. Now, in 1974 
negotiations are underway to unite 
the Loyola department with its counter- 
part on the Sir George campus into 
a separate faculty. 

At the time of its creation, the Fine 
Arts Department offered five full 
courses in Art and about the same 
number in Drama. The first major 
facility opened to students was the 
Chameleon Theatre, located in what 
used to be the campus canteen. Trans- 
formed last year, the building now 
houses rehearsal and _ classroom 
space, a scenic workshop, dressing 
room, lounge, office space, and a 
transmutable theatre for the student 
theatre company. 

As a department, enrolment has 
increased by 23 per cent to about 
900 students this year. New visual 
arts studios have been created in the 
old Refectory Building block to include 
two painting studios, a print making 
studio, a sculpture studio, anda photo- 
graphy workshop. 

As well as expanding facilities, the 


Department of FineArts is undergoing 
considerable expansion in its second 
year of existence. The curriculum of 
the Art section has been expanded to 
31 courses covering topics ranging 
from Painting, Sculpture and Interior 
Design to Sport in Art, History of 
Canadian Art and Aesthetics. At the 
same time, Drama has increased its 
course schedule to 22 courses cover- 
ing all aspects of the theatre. Courses 
are available in Acting, Canadian 
Theatre, Scenic Crafts, Playwriting, 
Directing and Children’s Theatre to 
mention just a few. 

This year, Fine Arts is also expand- 
ing its areas of interest. The core of 
a music program has been establish- 
ed, offering courses entitled Music 
Making, Music Theory and History, 
and Guided Listening, to approximate- 
ly 75 students. Department Chairman 
Gerry Gross states that he is pleased 
with the existing Music courses and 
stresses that the program will expand 
on a tutorial rather than conserva- 
tory basis. 

Describing the growth of Fine Arts 
as “‘geometric’’, Gross points out that 
there are many areas left for the de 
partment to explore.
